On  our  own  farms  it  has  done  exceedingly 
well,  and  we  recommend  for  same  a thorough  trial,  as  it  re- 
quires but  very  little  seed. 

It  should  be  planted  six  inches  apart  in  the  row  and  the  rows 
about  feet  apart.  Cultivate  two  or  three  times  if  possible, 
and  by  that  time  the  siglft  will  surprise  the  beholder,  and  you 
will  be  pleased  at  its  luxuriance.  As  you  watch  it  grow  until  it 
has  reached  10  or  12  feet  you  will  need  no  further  convincing. 

It  will  average  30  rich,  juicy,  leafy  stalks  to  the  plant,  which 
will  be  covered  with  seed  heads  10  to  20  inches  long.  Sow 
same  as  early  as  you  would  Indian  Corn.  . The  usual  way  of 
growing  it,  however,  is  to  mow  same  when  3 to  6 feet  high, 
and  it  will  immediately  start  again,  and  can  be  cut  a number 
of  times  during  the  season.  Every  farmer  who  keeps  cows, 
horses  and  hogs  should  try  it  if  they  wish  to  grow  an  immense 
crop  of  fodder  cheaply  on  a small  piece  of  ground.  Sow  in 
drills  about  5 to  6 lbs.,  or  broadcast,  8 lbs.  per  acre.  (See 
illustration.)

It  grows  well  on  land  too  poor  and  on  soil 
too  low  for  Medium  Red,  and  is.  therefore,  largely  used  to  restore  fertility  to  worn-out  soil.  It  is  particularly  good  for  light  soils 
where  Medium  will  not  do  so  well — Salzer’s  Radium  strain  frequently  growing  to  5 and  6 feet  tall.

Rape  is  particularly  valuable,  and  especially  adapted  for  being  grown  as  a catch  crop,  as,  like  the  turnip,  it  grows 
better  late  than  earlier  in  the  season.  When  a grain  crop,  therefore,  has  failed  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  sow  rape 
upon  it  (at  the  rate  of  5 lbs.  per  acre,)  If  sown  in  May,  it  grows  rapidly  and  can  be  cut  or  pastured  the  latter  part  of 
July.  If  sown  the  first  half  of  July,  it  will  come  into  fine  play  as  fodder  in  September,  October  and  up  to  November. 

HOWTO  SOW  RAPE 

Rape  may  be  sown  successfully,  viz.:  1.  In  the  early  spring,  to  provide  pasture  for  sheep  and  swine.  2.  In  June 

or  July  on  well  prepared  land,  to  provide  pasture  for  sheep,  at  the  rate  of  5 lbs.  per  acre.  3.  Along  with  wheat, 
barley  and  rye,  using  only  ONE  OR  TWO  POUNDS  of  seed  per  acre,  to  provide  pasture  for  sheep  after  harvest*. 
4.  Along  with  peas,  oats,  clover  seed,  to  provide  pasture  for  sheep  and  to  get  a “catch”  of  clover.  5.  Along  in 
corn  sown  broadcast  at  the  last  cultivation  to  provide  pasture  for  sheep.  6.  In  com,  sowing  the  seed  with  the  last 
cultivation  given  to  the  corn,  at  the  rate  of  1 to  2 lbs.  per  acre.  7.  Along  with  Rye  sown  in  August  for  sheep  pas- 
ture. When  rape  is  sown  broadcast,  5 lbs.  of  seed  per  acre  is  plenty.  When  sown  in  rows,  say  30  inches  apart, 
3 lbs.  will  be  enough.

If  you  wish  very  fine,  leafy  hay,  and  have  strong,  rich  ground,  sow  at  the  rate  of  20  pounds  per  acre;  but  if  your  soil  is  but  moderately  I) 
rich,  then  sow  at  the  rate  of  12  pounds  per  acre.  It  can  be  sown  at  different  tlmgs  of  the  year,  in  May,  June,  July  and  August,  when  the 
ground  ie  warm. 

For  hay,  cut  just  when  In  bloom — rather  sooner  than  later,  as  it  makes  better  hay  without  the  seed  heads  than  with  them.  The 
hay  is  then  healthier  and  of  finer  quality;  in  curing  treat  as  you  would  a rich  field  of  clover.  | 

For  feeding  green — like  all  rich,  luxuriant  growing  grasses  and  forage  plants.  Billion  Dollar  Grass  should  be  fed  In  the  green  state 
moderately  at  first.

4711 — There  is  an  old  adage  “make  two  blades  of  grass  grow  where  one  used  to 
grow”  which  seemed  pretty  good  advice  at  that.  However,  with  Teosinte  it  would 
almost  seem  as  though  hundreds  grow  where  on  most  plants  only  one  grows.

If  cut  when  it  reaches  4 
to  5 feet  in  height,  it  makes  excellent  fodder  and  will  produce  a second  crop  fully 
as  large  as  the  first.  If  left  to  grow  until  September  or  October,  it  furnishes  ex- 
cellent material  for  the  silo  in  much  greater  amounts  than  most  any  other  forage 
crop.  Its  leaves  are  similar  to  those  of  sorghum,  but  much  longer,  and  the  stalks 
contain  from  8 to  10  per  cent  of  sugar. 

Sow  Teosinte  in  hills  4 to  5 feet  apart  each  way  about  corn  planting  time,  and 
cultivate  the  crop  like  corn.  A,  greater  distance  should  be  given  on  richer  soil.  It 
can  be  cut  with  a reaper  and  fed  in  the  green  state,  or  it  can  be  dried  and  makes  a 
magnificent  fodder  for  cattle  during  the  long  winter  months.  (See  Illustration.)
